THE TOBACCO TAX AGAIN. 


WASHINGTON, May (J. — The tobacco manu- 


facturers resolved in February last that they 
would not oak for nuy further reduction of 
tax for eight years. Having obtained their 
reduction they have instigated the tobacco 
growers to demand the right of nulling $100 
worth of leaf tobuooo to a consumer free of 
tax. This, if enacted, will virtually abolish 
nil duties on tobacco, as no ono could tell 
when the tobacco grower stopped Belling 
the $100 worth to the consumer. Manu- 
factured chewing tobacco is leaf tobacco 
pressed and ilavpred, and 
manufactured 


smoking tobacco is leaf tobaooo out and 
flavored, so that under this apparent simple 
proposition to defeat the tobacco growers, 
that important source of revenue will be de- 
8tro3'ed.

by llev. Washington Gladden in Sunday 
Afternoon, for May. 
He says—Not only do 


our newspapers offend by tho publication of 
the vile details of great crimes, but also by 
picking up and spreading abroad little scan- 
dals, little unpleasantnesses in society, little 
bits of gossip that no sensible or honorable 
person wishes to know or would suffer him- 
self to repeat. Much of tho space of many 
weekly papers and of not a few dailies is 
devoted to matters of this description. The 
tittle-tattle of the neighborhood, that is not 
only silly, but poisonous in tho extreme, is 
gathered and served up in as appetizing a 
manner as possible for the entertainment 
of the whole community. Domestic infelic- 
ities, with which the public has no business 
at all, afford material for spicy items; busi- 
ness complications ore worse complicated by 
unauthorized reports concerning them; little 
troubles in tho churches which those who 
have the care of their interests aro doing 
their best to compose ore fanned into grave 
dissensions by references to them in tho 
newspapers. Sometimes when the details of 
these small scandals ore not given, there are 
little hints and innuendoes that servo to nut 
all tho prurient and meddlesome noses in the 
community on tho scent for indecency or 
mischief.
